1—5601, which Garrison identified as Jack Suby's unpublished

For your information, on April '24 i'"l96T; tBis Bureau’ 
received an inquiry from Senator Russell Long of Louisiana i 
which appears to be related to this particular matter. 

Senator Long, In his contact with this Bureau, stated that 
he had been specifically requested fay Hew Orleans District 
Attorney Garrison to contact the FBI and determine to whom '< 
Dallas Post Office Box 19106 was rented at the time of I 

the assassination of Predident Kennedy. Ho Information was 
furnished to Senator Long hut he was ref<^^d to the X>epart[aea 
of Justice yr to the Katipnal, Archives United States.
